The number after the name of each variety in my general descriptive list de- 
notes the official size and color classification of that variety as determined by a 
committee of the North American Gladiolus Council. I list these classification 
numbers because they are helpful to customers in determining the exact size and 
color classification of varieties they may want to buy or to exhibit at glad shows 
conducted under the auspices of the N.A.G.C., where this classification system 
is used.

Hence the numbers after the variety 
names tell the story of the size and color of the irdividual floret as grown under 
field conditions from large bulbs.
